Analysis of the telephone conversations described 
above indicates persons identiried by the names listed below 
are involved in a gambling operation handling wagers on sports 
events and norse races. 


In the calls it was noted that frequent discussions 
occurred between Steve Halmo and Sid Brodson wherein the current 
line information was discussed. Brodson gave advice as to the 
accuracy. of the line and suggested games on which Halmo might 
wager at various lines and for certain suggested amounts of 
money. Thereafter Halmo placed wagers relying on this advice 
апа often reported to Brodson the amount of wagers made. in 

some instances Halmo had other persons. such а] ріасе 
the wagers with others, such asL 7 in this type of 
relationship,[__]is said to be acting as a "beard" for Halmo. 
The placing of wagers by a bookmaker with another bookmaker is 
ап important part of the management of a bookmakers business, 
especially when placed with the assistance of a knowledgeable 
handicapper such as Brodson. as
